Mt. Rushmore of the 
Mountains? 




New addition to West Liberty’s landscape looking north on Main 
Street — cannot be wished away and too ugly to ignore. 



Nestled in our snug valley, 
West Liberty residents, including 
ye scribe, awoke earlier this 
month to the first snowfall of the 
year — hardly a traffic stopper, 
but it had blanketed the surround- 
ing woodlands, creating a won- 
derful, exhilarating snowscape 
prettier than any camera could 
ever capture. But of course, our 
reverie was shattered on our re- 
turn from an errand to the court- 
house when our eyes beheld the 
stunning utter awfulness of that 
new addition to our local land- 
scape (you know what we’re re- 
ferring to) — its bare, raw face 
intruding obscenely on the con- 
sciousness, an ugly, scabious 
sore, unavoidable to the eye, tow- 
ering over the north end of Main 
Street, interrupting the pleasing 
symmetry of the treeline, a blight 
on the landscape, an affront to the 
eye and the sensibilities. We trust 
we are not alone in our assess- 
ment. 

Sadly, we’re stuck with it. We 
cannot wish it away and it’s too 
ugly to ignore. 

The more we dwell on it, the 
more we’re convinced that the 
time has come to give serious 
consideration to a suggestion that 
has been bandied about over the 
past few months — a proposal we 
considered so preposterous that 
we scarcely gave it a thought — 
until now! 



Why not, they said, transform 
that ugly, disgusting high wall 
into something unique, something 
awe-inspiring that will be re- 
marked far and wide and tourists 
will flock from afar to gape and 
wonder at. 

Why not, it was snidely sug- 
gested, a “Mount Rushmore of 
the Mountains” with the like- 
nesses of those — whoever they 
are — that deserve the credit for 
our new $16 million example of 
modem highway engineering and 
the ugly highwall that now blights 
our town’s landscape? 

Or perhaps, as some sug- 
gested, turn the cliff face into a 
great mural filled with painted ev- 
ergreen trees to camouflage the 
ugly gap interrupting the treeline. 

Or maybe, it was suggested, a 
huge likeness of a sorghum jug 
to commemorate our annual Sor- 
ghum Festival. 

We’re kind of partial to the 
first suggestion ourselves, but 
readers may have other ideas. 
Maybe you’d like to send them 
in. We’d be happy to print them. 
Maybe it would generate enough 
interest among local leaders and 
civic groups to at least give it a 
shot. 

Why not? If we’re stuck with 
ugly — and we are — we ought 
to try to capitalize on it in some 
fashion.

Breathitt woman 
is convicted of 
drug trafficking 

JACKSON, Ky. — The first 
person to challenge drug traffick- 
ing charges from a January raid 
in four Eastern Kentucky coun- 
ties was convicted last week in 
Breathitt Circuit Court. The jury 
recommended that Jamie Turner, 
27, serve a 20-year prison sen- 
tence. 

The verdict followed a one- 
day trial in which Turner was 
found guilty on three counts of 
first degree trafficking in a con- 
trolled substance (methadone) 
and one count of third-degree 
trafficking in a controlled sub- 
stance (Xanax). Turner was also 
found guilty of being a persistent 
felony offender. 

“People are obviously tired of 
drug dealing in their community,” 
said Dan Smoot, law enforcement 
director for Operation UNITE, 
which helped coordinate the ar- 
rests. 

Turner was one of 57 people 
arrested on Jan. 29 in Lee, 
Owsley, Wolfe, and Breathitt 
counties. Prosecutors said Turner 
sold pills to two undercover de- 
tectives in November and Decem- 
ber 2004 and that each transac- 
tion was recorded on audio tape. 

Most other defendants 
rounded up in the raid have 
pleaded guilty. Turner was the 
first to challenge her arrest in 
court. Others are scheduled to be 
tried next year.

REA Plans Post War Line 
Extensions 

Plans for 250 miles of line ex- 
tension are being made by the lo- 
cal REA. There has been 
$207,728 allotted for new lines. 
Within 30 days after the end of 
the war, Mr. Risner (Manager), 
predicted engineers will start pre- 
liminary plans for construction. It 
will take about eight to twelve 
months to complete the lines. The 
Licking Valley Coop has been 
serving 670 consumers since 
May, 1941 along 260 miles of 
REA lines built in Morgan, Wolfe, 
Magoffin and Breathitt counties. 
The proposed new lines will in- 
crease the number of consumers 
to 1,400. 

Writers note: This article 
about the REA reminds me of a 
story about Jimmy Turner an REA 
employee in the early days. 
Jimmy was sent to Breathitt 
County to collect a delinquent bill 
from an elderly couple. If he 
didn’t collect the bill he was in- 
structed to take the meter out.

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Eastern Kentucky on the 
Move: Asking state “Why”? 



They came together for a com- 
mon cause, the future of Eastern 
Kentucky. Farmers sitting along- 
side County Judge Executives, 
state and university employees, 
and agency people; they gathered 
to let Frankfort know that East- 
ern Kentucky is on the move. 

“We have something special 
here, it is unlike anything you will 
find anywhere else in the world” 
said Larry Brown, Chairman of 
the Eastern Kentucky foothills 
Eco/Agri-Tourism Corporation. 
“We don’t need Frankfort to tell 
us what to do, we need them to 
listen to what we want to do; 
we’re not stupid” he continued. 

The meeting was held at the 
Laurel Gorge Cultural Heritage 
Center in Sandy Hook, Ky., on 
December 8. Approximately 25 
people came looking for answers 
to questions that have long been 
asked. This time it wasn’t a one 
on one question it was a profes- 
sional meeting facilitated by Dr. 
Ron Hustedde, Community De- 
velopment specialist with the 
University of Kentucky. 

According to a tourism report 
just released by the Kentucky 
Department of Tourism, these 
seven counties are lagging behind 
the state average for revenues and 
jobs in the tourism industry. “We 
want to change that” said Flora 
Whitley, director of the Laurel 
Gorge Cultural Heritage Center. 
“But it seems every time we take 
a step forward we are forced to 



go back one or two. It’s long past 
the time we wait for the tourism 
people in Frankfort to help 
change the statistics. Our local 
elected officials are seeing our 
woes, and it is time the state offi- 
cials do the same”. 

Seven Eastern Kentucky coun- 
ties have partnered to let the voice 
from the hills be heard. Menifee, 
Morgan, Wolfe, Elliott, Carter, 
Lewis, and Greenup counties are 
working toward creating an 
agritourism trail from the Red 
River Gorge to the Ohio River. 

This project is unique because 
it is involving grassroots leader- 
ship guiding elected officials to- 
ward a method of asset based eco- 
nomic development instead of 
only focusing on big business re- 
cruitment. Past efforts demon- 
strate that business recruitment is 
not working in Eastern Kentucky 
and experience shows that big 
businesses can leave a community 
where they have no roots; leav- 
ing many people jobless and 
economy in a downward spiral. 
Small businesses developed by 
life-long residents using the assets 
of the area create a strong com- 
munity. 

Farmers, landowners, business 
people and entrepreneurs, those 
people who sustain the economy 
of the seven counties are guiding 
this effort. They have pulled to- 
gether the County Judge Execu- 
tives and local service agencies in 
the attempt to enhance the oppor- 



tunities within the seven counties 
and Eastern Kentucky as a whole. 

Debby Spencer has formed a 
new company called We Make 
Things Happen (WMTH). 
WMTH wrote a proposal to ARC 
for $150,000.00 and was success- 
ful. The money is to pay WMTH 
to help four areas in Appalachia 
that are working on trails, espe- 
cially agritourism trails. After the 
“New Opportunities on the Farm” 
mini-conference, Debby chose 
these seven counties for the 
company’s first project. They 
would do an inventory of exist- 
ing and potential opportunities for 
agritourism in the seven counties, 
design brochures, a WEB site, 
help write grants, and pull all the 
stakeholders together to form a 
stronger team. When Debby had 
her meeting with Washington 
ARC and Kentucky ARC, Ken- 
tucky told Washington Debby ’s 
efforts were not needed that all 
this is already being done in this 
area. No one who came to the 
meeting knows where or when or 
who is doing it and that is what 
created the questions to be asked 
to the state on December 8. 
Debby had to pull her company 
out of Kentucky for the time be- 
ing and take the opportunity to 
West Virginia and Tennessee. She 
still has two more trails to choose 
and wants to do ours. 

“Are you sure Debby had ap- 
proval to volunteer these ser- 
vices”, asked Chris Cathers of the 
Kentucky Artisans Heritage Trail. 

His answer came from the au- 
dience, “All we know is what we 
have heard from Debby Spencer 
because no one from Kentucky 
ARC is here to talk with us about 
it”. 

Senator Walter Blevins and 
State Representative John Will 
Stacy stopped by to give their 
support. State Representative 
Rocky Adkins called to say he 
had a prior commitment but that 
these counties have his full sup- 
port in this effort for economic 
development. 

Everyone was allowed to air 
their concerns. 

The assets of Eastern Ken- 
tucky are limitless and business 
development is limited only by 
the person who says I can’t. “We 
have people ready to start 
agritourism businesses but need 
some guidance” said Flora Whit- 
ley, as the group discussed the

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Fletcher keeps legislative agenda under wraps

FRANKFORT - Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher is keeping details of his 
agenda for the 2006 General As- 
sembly session under close 
wraps. 

That’s nothing new. Fletcher’s 
predecessors did the same, sav- 
ing the juicy details of what they 
planned for their State of the 
Commonwealth and budget ad- 
dresses to legislators. 

So it will be next month be- 
fore Kentuckians find out what 
Fletcher plans for the final two 
years of his term, plans that, by 
their nature, will be geared to- 



ward the governor’s re-election in 
2007. 

How successful Fletcher is in 
that regard will show whether his 
administration can rise above the 
on-going personnel scandal that 
erupted six months ago and pro- 
vide the kind of leadership 
Fletcher promised when he ran in 
2003 but has been largely lack- 
ing since. 

However, in media interviews 
and speeches in recent weeks, it’s 
possible to glean a broad outline 
of what Fletcher plans to accom- 
plish in the 2006 legislative ses- 
sion. 



Without being specific, 
Fletcher says he wants to take the 
initiative to make Kentucky more 
business friendly and competitive 
with neighboring states. That 
could involve further changes in 
state corporate taxes along with 
added emphasis on existing eco- 
nomic development programs. 

Fletcher is more specific when 
it comes to setting limits on medi- 
cal malpractice awards. He will 
propose a constitutional amend- 
ment permitting the General As- 
sembly to set limits on what a jury 
can award a plaintiff for punitive 
damages and for pain and mental 
suffering in malpractice cases. 

How successful Fletcher will 
be on the amendment is up in the 
air. The issue has never passed 
both legislative chambers and 
made its way onto the ballot for a 
vote. It’s doubtful Democrats 
who control the House of Repre- 
sentatives will be any more will- 
ing to endorse the amendment 
than they have been in earlier leg- 
islative sessions. That is espe- 
cially true as long as Fletcher is 
viewed by Democrats as weak- 
ened by the personnel scandal that 
will continue unfolding while 
lawmakers are at the Capitol. 

Far less controversial are 
Fletcher’s emphasis on education 
issues involving teacher pay and 
assistance for schools that are not 
making the necessary progress in 
student achievement. The prob- 
lem that may arise is the limits 
on how much new revenue will 
be available to earmark for

teacher pay and troubled schools. 

The 2006 legislature will be 
one in which everyone has their 
hand out for more state money. 

And, of course, Fletcher men- 
tions the absolute necessity of 
bringing spending on Medicaid 
and health insurance of public 
employees under control. 

Indeed, from a practical stand- 
point, those are the most impor- 
tant challenges faced by Fletcher 
and the General Assembly. Med- 
icaid alone is facing a huge defi- 
cit this fiscal year, and the teacher 
and state employee health insur- 
ance expense is equally out of 
control. 

The last time Fletcher tackled 
that insurance expense, teachers 
threatened to strike, and the Gen- 
eral Assembly had to step in and 
rescue the governor by simply 
extending the out-of-control ben- 
efits. Those benefits cannot con- 
tinue indefinitely. 

Fletcher also mentions health 
issues he will bring before legis- 
lators. 

Presumably that involves all 
the national studies that show 
Kentuckians being among the 
least healthy in the United States. 
We eat too much of the wrong 
foods, smoke too much and we 
don’t exercise enough. 

Exactly how the governor and 
General Assembly can change 
generations of bad habits, we’ll 
have to await Fletcher’s speech to 
lawmakers next month. He al- 
ready has said another cigarette 
tax hike is politically impossible 
in a legislative election year, in 
itself an acknowledgment that a 
lot of Kentucky voters smoke. 

Fletcher also should remember 
that it took three separate legisla- 
tive sessions before the House 
and Senate could agree to require 
healthier food and drinks in Ken- 
tucky schools. Extending that 
healthy attitude somehow to 
adults may take even longer for 
legislators to endorse.

You and Social Security: 
Striking the right balance 



Retirement age vs. 
retirement income 
a critical decision 

Deciding what age to retire 
and start collecting Social Secu- 
rity retirement benefits is a per- 
sonal decision that depends on a 
person’s financial resources, 
health, retirement plans and many 
other variables. But there are 
some basic Social Security facts 
about the retirement age and the 
benefits a worker would receive 
that can help people make the 
decision that is right for them. 

As a famous American athlete 
once said “The question isn’t at 
what age I want to retire, it’s at 
what income.” I think that is true 
for many folks, and it is why you 
need to know what your “full re- 
tirement” age is as it relates to 
Social Security. And you need to 
know what retiring earlier than 
your full retirement age might 
mean in actual dollars and cents. 

Many people still do not know 
that an increase in the retirement 
age was included in the Social 
Security Amendment of 1983. 
Based on the provision of those 
amendments, the age for receiv- 
ing full benefits is gradually ris- 
ing from 65 to 67. The age for re- 
ceiving full Social Security retire- 
ment benefits will continue to rise 
until 2027, when it reaches 67 for 
those born in 1960 or later. Work- 
ers can still retire as early as age 
62 and collect a reduced benefit. 

If you were born in 1941 and 
are planning to retire in 2006, 
your full retirement age will be 
65 years and 8 months. But what 
does the change mean in terms of 
benefit payments? There is a for- 
mula that you could use to figure 
out the difference between retir- 
ing at age 62 or 64 or 65 or 65 
and 8 months - but it can be time- 
consuming and require several 
computations. 

Thankfully, Social Security 
has a convenient online chart at 



www. socialsecurity. go v/retire2/ 
retirechart.htm that you can use 
to get the same information at a 
quick glance. For example, if you 
were born in 1941, your full re- 
tirement age is 65 years and 8 
months. If your were to retire at 
age 62, you would receive about 
77 percent of your full retirement 
benefit - or a 23 percent reduc- 
tion for retiring early. 

The question a worker who is 
contemplating retirement would 
need to ask is: can I meet my fi- 
nancial needs or expectations 
with that level of income? 

Of course, any private pen- 
sions and savings or investments 
that you may have would need to 
be figured into the decision, as 
would any income from a spouse 
if you are married. 

And you should know that 
Social Security benefits are in- 
creased by a certain percentage 
(depending on date of birth) if you 
delay your retirement beyond full 
retirement age. For more infor- 
mation, visit Social Security’s 
website at 

www.socialsecurity.gov/retire2/ 
delayret.htm. 

Because Social Security is the 
financial foundation that most 
retirees build on, most workers 
would be well-advised to evalu- 
ate the financial pros and cons of 
retiring early or waiting until they 
reach full retirement age or later. 
One of the best places to begin 
weighing these alternatives is 
with a visit to Social Security’s 
website at 

www.socialsecurity.gov/retire2/ 
Find out what your full retirement 
age is and how deciding at what 
age to retire could affect your 
Social Security benefit.

E.Ky. Power files 
reapplication for 
power line in forest 

East Kentucky Power 
Cooperative has reapplied to 
construct a power line in Rowan 
County, a portion of which would 
go through the Daniel Boone 
National Forest, appealing what 
some industry observers say was 
an unusual ruling. 

“In August, the Kentucky 
Public Service Commission 
declined ... an application for the 



same route. The commissioners 
said they 'will not prohibit a new 
application for this same route, if 
further study of alternatives 
shows all of them to be 
infeasible,’” states a company 
news release. The company said 
it considered several alternatives, 
“including routes that follow 
existing rights of way through the 
national forest and routes that do 
not enter the national forest at 
all,” and said the U.S. Forest 
Service agreed that “the best route 
is the one that was originally 
proposed.”

UK study shows facts of 
state's urban-rural divide 



“A study released by the 
Center for Business and 
Economic Research at the 
University of Kentucky offers 
some statistical analysis to 
support the existence of disparity 
between” urban and rural areas, 
and makes some 

recommendations sure to heat up 
an argument over the tax 
contributions and needs of both, 
reports Mark Chellgren of The 
Associated Press. 

“University of Louisville 
economist Dr. Paul Coomes 
wrote in the 2005 Kentucky 
Annual Economic Report that 
when it comes to distributing 
public resources, such as tax 
money for transportation 
infrastructure and even 
education, the state is too 
evenhanded,” writes Chellgren. 
Urban areas feel they should be 
getting more because they not 
only contribute more they feel 
they “are the only real hope to 
pull all of Kentucky out of the 
economic backwater,” he writes. 

Coomes wrote, “Kentucky's 



fiscal policies clearly 
disadvantage the economic 
competitiveness of its largest 
cities. Kentucky is missing 
lucrative office economy growth. 
If Kentucky is ever to catch up 
... it will be led by its cities,” but," 
he writes, “its urban areas cannot 
compete nationally and 
internationally under an 
anachronistic tax structure and 
spending policies geared 
primarily to redistribution and 
entitlement.” 

Coomes said half of all private 
sector wages paid in Kentucky 
are earned in only four of the 120 
counties — Jefferson, Fayette, 
Boone and Kenton. If Warren and 
Daviess counties (Bowling 
Green and Owensboro, 
respectively) are included, those 
six provide half of all the private 
sector jobs in the state. 

Coomes estimated Louisville, 
Lexington and Northern 
Kentucky contributed $4.2 
billion in state taxes and fees in 
the 2003 fiscal year, but received 
only $2.8 billion in return.

While at the conference, 
Sheriff Whitt attended train- 
ing sessions in methamphet- 
amine abuse as well as pre- 
scription drug abuse crimes. 

“The training was ex- 
tremely beneficial in light of 
the growing statewide epi- 
demic involving methamphet- 
amine and prescription drug 
abuse,” Whitt said. 

These types of informative 
training sessions are benefi- 
cial, he said, in his capacity as 
county sheriff by keeping him 
aware of new trends in law en- 
forcement and better ways to 
improve public safety. 

“I consider it a great honor 
to have been elected to the 
Kentucky Sheriff’s Associa- 
tion Board of Directors,” 
Whitt said, “since it gives 
Morgan County a voice in 
helping to shape statewide 
policies and goals that help to 
promote our county as a better 
place to live, work, and raise 
our families.”

This 
legislation allows all citizens, vet- 
eran or not, to contribute to the 
Veterans Program Trust Fund 
through the County Clerks’ of- 
fices. Additionally, funds raised 
from recycling of old license 
plates are also being donated to 
this worthy cause. 

Brigadier General (Retired) 
Les Beavers, Commissioner, Ken- 
tucky Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs, has nothing but praise for the 
H.A. V.E. program. “This is a won- 
derful effort by the County Clerks 
across the Commonwealth. Many 
worthwhile veteran projects will 
be funded by the Veterans Pro- 
gram Trust Fund as a direct result 
of the clerks’ good work. We 
deeply and sincerely appreciate 
their efforts to recognize the con- 
tributions of Kentucky’s veter- 
ans,” said Beavers. 

Every penny that goes to the 
Veterans Program Trust Fund, in- 
cluding interest earned, is used to 
support veteran related programs 
for which there are not appropri- 
ated funds. Overhead is absorbed 
by the Kentucky Department of 
Veterans Affairs. Use of the funds 
is carefully monitored and ap- 
proved by a board of ten veterans 
from across the state. 

Examples of how the Veterans 
Program Trust Fund has been used 
include purchase of vans to trans- 
port veterans to VA healthcare fa- 
cilities: purchase of land for state 
veterans cemetery, contribution to 
install an eternal flame stop the 
101st Airborne Division Memo- 
rial at Fort Campbell, purchase of 
a mobile office for outreach to 
homeless veterans, paid the cost 
of first year operation of Home- 
less Veteran Transition Facility, 
and contribution to bring the 82nd 
Airborne Division Chorus to per- 
form a public concert in Central
